better. Thursday It looked as It the 
•weather had doomed the meeting to 
be a failure. But In spite of the fact 
that roads are Impassable and train 
service from many parts of the state 
•was a tremendous handicap the meet- 
Ing was an unqualified success on 
the score of attendance and in the in1 
terest manifested. 


There were 700 or 800 people In the 


IJncoln Square theater, an audience 
large enough to inspire the speakers. 
The theater would have seated half as 
many more, perhaps. If it had been 
packed with people as it would have 
fceen with 
good roads and good 


weather the meeting might have been 
•lightly more effective from a show 
cf numbers but not otherwise. 


t 
MEN WHO DO THINGS. 


The most outstanding thing about 


the meeting was the character of the 


people who attended It. They were 
men of affairs, thinking men, men 
who do things. The men from Tay- 
lorvllle, from Paris, from Lincoln, 
from Tuscoia and Atwood and many 
other places were 'representative cit- 
izens of those towns. 


And we have some reason to be 


proud of the Decatur bunch who were 
there. 
They are people who are 


thinking about roads, who know 
about roads and who have definite, 
clean cut opinions as to what they 
want In roads. 
That audience was 


living evidence that business men, 
professional men and farmers are 
thinking in concrete terms about 
roads as they never were before In 
the history fo the state. 


MIGHT HAVE HELPED. 


The-e Is Jtist one respect perhaps 


in which the meeting might have been 
made more effective and that Is to 
have had the speaking done by some 
one outside of the state administra- 
tion. It was Important that 
the 


views of the governor, the state su- 
perintendent of highways and the 
chief highway engineer be heard and 


everybody present was| glad to hear 
them. 


But it Is of greater Importance that 


the proposed 1100,000,000 road bond 
Issue be clearly presented as the peo- 
ple's measure and not be mistaken 
for an administration measure. These 
roads are not being planned by the 
division of highways, the department 
of public works or by the governor 
but by the spontaneous choice of the" 
people concerned. 


A REAL SYSTEM. 


If this supplementary system of 


roads now proposed ever beoomes a 
reality It will he found to beat the 
original system of bond Issue roads 
which was laid out by the state high- 
way department and recast by the 
politicians a thousand miles In Intel- 
ligent planning. 


There Is no doubt that the Deoa- 


tur hundred million dollar bond Issue 
road meeting will be far reaching In 
Its effects. There are being meetings 
of a similar character held In other 
parts of the state. No doubt there 
will be more of these meetings. 


The issue should be clearly laid 


down at these meetings that this Is 
a people's project and the person 
who does It should be one of the peo- 
ple. He should be a clear headed, 
logical, forceful convincing speaker 
At that It Is hard to understand that 
he could do It better or more fairly 
than Superintendent Frank T. Sheets 
or Chief Engineer Clifford Older but 
as the slogan of a much advertised 
gasoline has It, It will go farther anfl 
last longer.

New York, March 17.—In no week so far haVe business 


conditions been shown in a more favorable light than they have 
this last week. With output strained to limit in important 
lines like iron and steel textiles and building materials, it is 
still not sufficient to keep pace with demands. Consequently 
prices are rising and have reached a level where it can be said 
that real prosperity in a moderate degree has returned to many 
manufacturing companies, to most retail and distributing com- 
panies and in a fair way to be restored in the mining field. 


As was the case a week ago, however, the main question 


in Wall street's mind is whether or not this business recovery 
has been adequately measured by the great rise in stock prices 
during the last 12 months. 
Upon this point the evidence fur- 


nished in the week's operations was conflicting. 


STOCKS ADVANCE. 


The principal among individual stocks have been on the 


side of the advance. This might reasonably be taken to mean 
that the line of less resistance has lain on this side, but on the 
other hand, taking the majority of the share lists as compared 
with a week ago, the changes are slight and in many instances 


count took place at the outset. Trade 
was not as large as of late, however, 
but considerable buying credited to 
short covering for several 
traders 


here gave the market a strong un- 
dertone iha greater part of the day. 
Export business at the seaboard was 
only fair and largely to the contin- 
ent, the United Kingdom falling to 
follow the advance.

Experienced observers would con-

Others would say 
that the Inactivity of the larger part 
of the list, while a relatively few 
stocks 
were 
absorbing 
Interest, 


simply meant that there 
was no 


widespread public speculation 
and 


that professionals, with the market 
to themselves were doing what they 
usually do under such circumstances, 
namely, taking up one set of stocks 
at a time. 


Whichever is the trua interpreta- 


tion, the fact Is that the market to- 
ward the end of the week lost its 
exuberance and became considerably 
less active and ceased to be respons- 
ive even to the best of trade news. 


NEW ISSUES FALL OFF. 


In the investment market condi- 


tions remain essentially the same as 
they have for the last month with the 
one important exception, that flota- 
tions of new securities are not as 
large and as numerous as they were. 
i'uisibly this may mean that dis- 
tributing houses have .begun to take 
note of the fact that the Investment 
Oemand is by no means as robust as 
It was and that there Is danger, un- 
less the outpour of news is restricted 
of the market becoming congested. 


Money rates have not changed, but 


the banks are more cautious 
than 


they were even a week ago. about 
how they put out funds on long term 
contracts 
at 
present 
quotations. 


Hweln is reflected a feeling that tho 
money market will show later on 
nrore than It has as yet, the Increase 
In credit requirements due to the bis 
commercial production and the much 
higher price levels for commodities, 
securities. 


STERLING DOWN. 


Completing of British payments on 


the first installments of the Ameri- 
can war debt has naturally led to 
some let-down In sterling exchange, 
for the Immediate Incentive from the 
British standpoint to have sterlln? 
as near as possible to parity with the 
dollar Is over. A small improvement 
has taken place In French exchange, 
probably due to uneasiness on the 
part of a large short- Interest, lest 
negotiations should b» suddenly be- 
gun for a settlement In the Ruhr. 


The latest 
advices 
regarding 


French business and financial condi- 
tions are not at all bright. The cost 
of living Is constantly 
Increasing 


ana French manufacturers, on ac- 
count of the lowness of the franc, are 
unable to procure abroad proper sup 
Plies of raw materials. With all th* 
pressure directed agaln.it Germany, 
the Ruhr policy so far has been a 
failure. 
f 


Deliveries of Ruhr eoke and 


to Franc* and Belgium havs amount- 
ed to only thres thousand tons a day 
and Franc* has had to turn to Eng- 
land and Czecho-Slovakla and pay 
extravagant prices for what Is still 
totally insufflcent supply. In 
th* 


meantime, the French budget defi- 
ciency ls to b* met not by Increased 
taxation, but by further Issues of 
French treasury bills, which will nT- 
most Inevitably bring fresh 
Infla- 


tion. 


MARK IMPROVES. 


Th«,two notable- features of Ger- 


many's financial position are, first 
that th* floating government debt 
keeps piling up despite the suspension 
of reparations payments, and second, 
that the Relchslmnk has so far been 
successful In its efforts to stablltw 
th* mark In face of the continued 
huge outut of new paper money. Dur- 
ing the last month note circulation 
has risen nearly 1.200,000.OCO marks, 
5-et with no help other than a »SO.- 
000.000 gold loan. 
th» Relchsbanh

been able to make the dollar In Ger- 
many worth 11,000 marks now where-

That is one title that has been giv- 


en to the biggest tree la Fairview 
park. It It an elm a/bout seven feet 
In diameter In the southwest corner 
of the park just north of the straight 
drive near the wading pool. 


The branches have a spread prob- 


ably of nearly 200 feet. Although the 
tree is ten or fifteen feet north of 
the drive, the branches extend over 
•everal feet on the south side. Al- 
most a half block is at some time of 
the day In summer shaded by 
the 


leaves of this great monarch of the 
lores t. 


BEFORE WHITE MEN. 


This tree started to grow long be- 


fore the v. alte man was a figure of 
any consequence in tno part of the 
country now known as Illinois. Su- 
perintendent Frank Torrence says it 
is not less than 200 years old. One 
tree they cut down In the park some 
fifteen yeara ago was only about 
one-third as big as this one. Thcv 
counted the rings and thcie were l.o 
of them, showing tnat the tree nab 
123 years old. 


This tree may be 2JO jcars old It 


began growing about tho time that 
llarriuctte and LaSalie were making 
txploring trims ui> and down the Illi- 
nois river 
Probably no white man 


liad been along the fcingamon at that

GREVT FOREST 


When the first white man came

Carlo early this morning.

usually high structured lighter boat 
bobbed around for nearly an hour 
like a cork on & bubble of water be- 
fore it succeeded, in making a land- 
ing or attachment to our boat. 
It 


took us to the pier of this rock rib- 
bed mountain city. The town is built 
on terraces rising up over a thousand 
fee. in height from the water front 
on the mountain side and running 
more than a mile along the crescent 
harbor of 
the Mediterranean sea. 


The buildings are ot a whitish grey 
stone and make a magnificent and 
substantial appearance. 


The Casino, the governor's resi- 


dence, and other large public build- 
ings give the air and setting of a 
large and an important city. 


OVER FINE HIGHWAYS. 


The public roads are benched into 


the mountain and supported by solid 
masonry. 
Some of these arc high- 


ways vbuilt by the Romans. 
Others 


are the military roads built new and 
lebuilt by Napoleon, and have been 
improved and modernized in recent 
>ears, giving Southern France some 
of the best highways In Europe. 


We took a trip to Nice, twenty- 


two miles distant, in a downpour of 
driven rain, over these- roads, which 
are between sixteen and seventeen 
hundred feet above sea level at the 
highest points. A most picturesque 
view of the 
different harbors 
be- 


low, where great ships look like 
to>s and large houses like blocks 
for children to pay with, is had from 
tl ese drives. 


I was surprised that 
all 
these 


I>lac«B are so large and have the 
very finest and best public improve- 
ments. 
The hotels are exceptional- 


ly large and luxurant in their equip- 
ment, and the service nr.ost excellent. 
The parks and yards are wonderfully

Nlc» has a population 


of about 20(F,000 and Monte 
Carlo 
• bout 23,000. 


VISIT CASINO. 


We ^c-nt to the Casino De Monte 


Carlo. It was first necessary to ob- 
tain a visitor's card of Introduction 
from the manager of the Hotel Mc- 
tropole. 
This was presented at the 


Admission office of the Casino, to 
be exchanged for an admission card, 
which is herewith enclosed. When 
we attempted to enter with that card, 
we were informed that we must 
have our overcoats and hats checked. 
After these preliminaries had been 
•attended to, we entered large rooms, 
appealing like government buildings. 
Here uniformed men In large num- 
ber •were administering the service 
«t relieving 1,200 to 1,500 people of 
t}i«ir money at ten long tables, on 
which were roulette wheels and num- 
bers and squares dotted with dif- 
ferent colored chips.

day morning. The first

sights were the many Idle ships In 
the harbor

mountains above the city. Genoa Is 
said to have a population of 350,000. 
and Is said to be the birthplace of 
Christopher Columbus. 


On going ashore, we visited s,ome 


of the art galleries, where 
famous 


paintings and statuary of the most 
celebrated artists and sculptors are 
treasured like sacred relics. We also 
visited two of the largest and most 
renouned cathedrals, and the remnant

Columbus was born. 


I told our guide that the fame of 


this discoverer was due entirely to 
the fact, that he discovered a. conti- 
nent whose people ar» destined 
to 


feed and to ru]e the world. 


WATCH SUNDAY CROWD. 


The people of Italy, at home, make 


*. decidedly better appearance than 
those who come to our shores. I sat

here. In dress, behavior and appear- 
ance they compare 
very 
favorably 


with the similar Sunday crowd in any 
of our American cities. 


They appear to be more observant 


than our people. On the windshield of

this card and paused 
to read the 


number and to look at the occupants 
ot the automobile.

STREETS NARROW. 


I 
In 
the old part of 
the city, the 


; streets are narrow, 
but the pave- 


ments are clean and In good condi- 
tion. The newer parts 
of the city 


have 
wider 
streets 
and sp'.endid 


buildings. Some cl the buildings in 
the older part of the city are very 
old and are of the style of architec- 
ture peculiar 
to Italy. The 
same 


lighthouse which gave light to Chris- 
topher Columbus is still standing and 
guides the present day 
mariner. A 


number of old cathedrals, built sev- 
eral centuries ago, have not beta 


equaled, and are, today 
among the 


greatest monuments of the glory of 
the present time, as well as the past. 


In thfe afternoon we visited Holy 


Ground 
Cemetery, 
which contains 


hundreds 
of pieces 
of 
the 
finest 


statuary, the work of the most dis- 
tinguished sculptors of Italy. There 
are galleries with heavy carved piers, 
supported by a long 
succession of 


arches over marble walks. Niches or 
recesses about twelve feet baclc of 
the piers contain statuary of every 
description, which has cost hundreds 
of thousands 
of dollars. 
Some of 


these niches have 
lights 
burning 


before them, as a perpetual memorial 
from the living that the dead are not 
forgotten. Many of the statues are 
life-sized reproductions 
of the dead 


as they appeared in life. 


An old man, apparently 
oblivious 


of everything, was kneeling In trout 
ot one of these statues praying dur- 
ing all the confusion of the tourists 
walking, talking 
and passing very 


close to him. 


AT RECEPTION. 


Later in the afternoon the Genoa 


Chamber of Commerce gave an in- 
formal reception to the Delegates ot 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. Appropriate 
speeches .were 


made by the representatives of the 
Italian Government, the representa- 
tives of the Italian Chamber of Com. 
merce and by the 
President of the

merce. 


Following the speeches, light re- 


freshments was served.

Syracuse grew rapidly 


and It is now one of the

cities ot Centra} New York. The state 
now controls the brine wells which 
reach a depth of from 200 to 300 feet, 
being located on the flats near the 
lake. These sa.lt wells were known 
to the Indian^ long before the com- 
ing of white settlers and the French 
Jesuit missionaries found these wells 
along in the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury, taking a supply of salt back 
with them to Canada.

Opinions Vary-As fo What Course Party Will Pur- 


sue When Congress Meets Again.

And what stand shall 
the party take on the wihole field of 
International relations? 


At one extreme is tlie possibility 


for the Democrats to announce their 
renewed adherence to the league of 
nations as it exists and fight the cam- 
palug on the same lines as in 1920. 
At the less hazardous extreme Is the 
possibility for the Democrats merely 
:o say that they favor the permanent 
court ot International justice pro- 
posed by Harding—assuming that in- 
stitution is still in debate. 


POSSIBIJ3 VARIATIONS 


In between these extremes is the 


whole area of possible variations of 
policy on foreign relations. And just 
what place within this field to choose 
for their platform Is a question that 
must give the Democratic leaders 
deep concern. 


(Much ot course, depends on what 


happens to Harding's proposal for the 
permanent court in the ne\t cession 
of the senate, beginning next De- 
cember. (Much depends, also, on oth- 
er developments in the whole foreign 
field between now and June ot next 
year). If the next session ot the sen- 
ate should adopt the permanent court 
and adopt it fairly soon after the 
beginning of the session, that 
of 


course would remove this particular 
institution as an Issue 


CHANCE FOR DEMOS. 


But if there should develop a fight 


-on this question, between two wings 
of the Republican party, led by Hard- 
ing and Johnson respectively, that 
might make an excellent and prom- 
ising opening for the Democrats. In 
all respects the Democratic position 
will be made comfortable If the Re- 
publicans develop a split on the court 


But omitting that possibility, the 


Democrats face the necessity of pliras 
ing a policy on foreign relations which 
shall provide a sufficient contrast 
with the Republicans' which shall be 
sufficiently close to the out-and-out 
league of nations position to satisfy 
the strong league Democrats and at 
the same time be sufficiently differ- 
ent to avoid the odor of disaster that 
attended the league «ssue in 19:0. 


WILSON'S STAND.
